It rather jolts the mind even ^a confirmed disciple of ma- 


terial science to be told by Professor Russell of Princeton, that 
.•the earth is probably about 10,000,000. years old and life 
.may have existed on it for more than a billion years.

They may soon be lengthening their es- 
timate to millions 'of years. Scientific research which is now 
morejntelligent and perservering and better equipped than 
ever before'is" steadily pushing'human beings, civilized and 
pre-civilized, farther back into the remote past. And for the 
.first time 'in general men are taking a keen interest in this 
. kind of inquiry, The interest in Tutankhamen is a part of it. 


"it should be observed that Professor Russell is not using 


science to attack religion. Like many another sincere in- 
quirer after truth, he sees no conflict between the two. The 
complexity of the universe, he says, points conclusively to 
an intelligence of power "which -we may we)l;term per- 
sonal." In other words, the man who believes the earth 'was 
made -10,000,000,000 years ago believes that it was made by a 
personal God, in -his own good way, taking an infinity of time 
to work in.
